DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments filed 4/26/2007 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

Regarding independent claims 1,8, 15, 25, 32, 39, and 43, Applicant argues that 
Verma et al. does not disclose that the mobile node automatically (i.e. without any user 
interaction) decides on a handover procedure based on region information which are 
detected automatically (i.e. without user interaction). 

2. In response to applicant's argument that the references fail to show certain 
features of applicant's invention, it is noted that the features upon which applicant relies 
(i.e M the mobile node automatically (i.e. without any user interaction) decides on a 
handover procedure based on region information which are detected automatically (i.e. 
without user interaction)) are not recited in the rejected claim(s). Although the claims 
are interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from the specification are not read 
into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 
1993). 

Regarding claims 49 and 50, Applicant argues that Verma does not disclose a 
first region and a second region of a first technology and a second technology. 

Examiner would respectfully like to point out that the first radio access 
mechanism pertains to the first technology (i.e. a wireless telephony network, which has 
its coverage in a cell, known in cellular communication) and a second access 
mechanism pertains to the second technology (i.e. wireless LAN, which has Access 
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Points for its coverage, known in the art of WLAN) as shown in Fig. 1 and Col 2, lines 
10-20; further shown in Col 4, lines 32-35). Wireless communication system effectuates 
coverage/providing service through cells and Access Points. 

Due to the broadness of the claim language, they are not in condition for 
allowance.
